Benetton pulls controversial ad of 
pope kissing imam 

ROME (AFP) - Italian cloth¬ 
ing giant Benetton said yester¬ 
day that it was pulling a photo 
montage of the pope kissing a 
leading imam that was part of 
a new global ad campaign and 
that had outraged the Vatican. 

The company said in a state¬ 
ment that it was "sorry that the 
use of the image had so hurt the 
sensibilities of the faithful... 

The point of this campaign was 
solely to battle the culture of 
hate in all its forms." The state¬ 
ment came shortly after the 
Vatican expressed "the firmest 
protest for this absolutely unac¬ 
ceptable use of the image of the 
Holy Father." 

The posters, part of an ad¬ 
vertising campaign entitled 
"UNHATE", have appeared in 
Benetton clothing stores across 
the globe as well as in newspa¬ 
pers, magazines and on Inter¬ 
net websites. 

The passionate embrace be¬ 
tween the pope and the imam 
was briefly shown on a banner 
held up near Sant’Angelo cas¬ 
tle near the Vatican. 

Benetton deputy chief 
Alessandro Benetton said in a 
statement that the ads were 
"constructive provocation" in¬ 
tended "to give widespread 



visibility to an ideal notion of 
tolerance." 

Benetton "chooses social is¬ 
sues and actively promotes hu¬ 
manitarian causes that could 
not otherwise have been com¬ 
municated on a global scale," 
he said. 

There was swift condemna¬ 
tion from Luca Borgomeo, 
head of the Association of Ital¬ 
ian Catholic Television View¬ 
ers, who called for the ad to be 
removed. 

"Is it possible Benetton 
could not come up with any¬ 
thing better?" he said.

quences of such adjustments, 
and who share the cost of said 
financial decisions.

The Service Employees In¬ 
ternational Union (SEIU), 
which boasts 2.1 million mem¬ 
bers, backed Obama's bid for a 


new term in the November 2012 
elections in a move that could 
stiffen the spine of disaffected 
or demoralized Democrats. 

SEIU, which contributes 
millions of dollars and a robust 
get-out-the-vote effort to Dem¬ 
ocratic causes, had endorsed 
Obama's historic first White 
House run in February 2008 
and had been expected to do so 
again in this race.

Each had their story of trial 
and error, setbacks and tri¬ 
umphs to tell, from which 
those considering a new ven¬ 
ture can learn. Mark started his 
online news site with a mini¬ 
mal initial investment mone¬ 
tarily, but it was a venture that 
made enormous demands on 
his time to market, set up and 
maintain, as such sites are far 
more complicated than most 
realize, particularly when he 
launched it 4 years ago. Today, 
it is Aruba’s most visited news 
site, garnering almost 10,000 
hits daily, and he has expanded 
to a 24-hour a day real time 
cable news network in collab¬ 
oration with SETAR, NV, 
Aruba’s national telecommuni¬ 
cations company. 

Jodi began with one outlet 
offering souvenirs and gift- 
ware, but of such a unique na¬ 
ture and inventory that her 
shops draw island visitors and 
natives alike who are looking 
for that special, memorable 
gift or tropical garment. She 
expanded her stores, giving 
each of them individuality in 
what they offered, to attract 
various niches of shoppers, 
and has flourished when others 
are closing their doors. 

Carlos reports that all the 
visibility studies regarding a 
manufacturing plant in Aruba 
told him it couldn’t be done, 
but he chose to ignore these 
and plowed ahead with his vi¬ 
sion, a part of the family busi¬ 
ness that has become “his 
baby.” 

The building boom in 
Aruba and the opening of 
dozens of new government of¬ 
fices and companies precipi¬ 
tated his success, this Carlos 
does not deny, as well as a 


small island’s sense of com¬ 
munity and the willingness to 
“Buy Aruban,” if possible. Not 
many are willing to make that 
initial investment in the ma¬ 
chinery needed to manufacture 
quality or customized office 
furniture, and the lack of sup¬ 
port from local financial insti¬ 
tutions to help stimulate a new 
source of commerce on Aruba 
still rankles. 

“I don’t understand why 
the banks, which are willing to 
finance a swimming pool 
someone really can’t afford, 
won’t be willing to direct that 
money towards new business 
ventures. I do realize they 
want the sort of safe invest¬ 
ment for which they have de¬ 
finitive collateral, but in the 
end, what are they going to do 
with all those repossessed cars 
and homes? Helping someone 
with an idea that will expand 
our economy and help redirect 
our money feed from estab¬ 
lished sources can only be a 
positive move towards 
Aruba’s sustainability.” 

Carlos admits there were 
great challenges to his venture. 
Like his employees, he was 
working all hours and week¬ 
ends to learn how to use the 
equipment to the best advan¬ 
tage. “We had no technical 
help sent from the companies 
that made the equipment, as 
we were too small, they don’t 
really bother coming to a com¬ 
pany in a country with only 
100,000 people.” So together, 
Carlos and his crew learned to 
deploy and adapt the equip¬ 
ment for their needs, actually 
improving the systems to give 
him the results he required.

“I can’t ask any of my employ¬ 
ees to do a job I couldn’t or 
wouldn’t do,” he explains of 
his long hours, “but it has paid 
off with a spirit of camaraderie 
and I see real pride in my em¬ 
ployees in what they produce.

New York protesters

NEW YORK (AFP) - A de¬ 
pleted, bedraggled group of 
Occupy Wall Street activists 
trickled back yesterday 
through heavy security to the 
New York square where their 
movement was born two 
months ago. 

Thirty six hours after police 
evicted the packed tent camp 
on Zuccotti Park in a surprise 
night raid, about a dozen deter¬ 
mined protesters made clear 
they were not giving up, with 
plans to mount a large demon¬ 
stration today.

Man arrested in

WASHINGTON (AFP)- A 
21-year-old man was arrested 
in Pennsylvania yesterday in 
connection with a shooting in 
which a White House window 
was struck by a bullet, the US 
Secret Service said. 

Oscar Ortega-Hernandez 
was arrested by state police at 
a hotel near Indiana, Pennsyl¬ 
vania. 

Ortega is from Idaho Falls, 
Idaho, and was believed to be 
living in the Washington area. 
He has an arrest record in three 
states but has not been linked 
to any radical organizations, 
U.S. Park Police said.

House window was stopped by 
ballistic glass.

CANBERRA (AFP) - The

nomic influence of the Asia- 
Pacific, Obama told reporters 
in Canberra he was stepping 
up Washington's commitment 
to the region, undaunted by 
China, which he said America 
did not fear. 

"The notion that we fear 
China is a mistake. The notion 
that we are looking to exclude 
China is a mistake," Obama 
said. 

The self-declared "Pacific 
President" told reporters at a 
joint press conference with 
Australian Prime Minister 


Julia Gillard that when it came 
to the fast-growing region: 
"We are here to stay." 

"This is a region of huge 
strategic importance to us," he 
said. "And we are going to 
make sure that we are able to 
fulfil our leadership goal in the 
Asia-Pacific region." 

The deployment of US 
Marines to Australia's tropical 
north came as the allies 
adapted their military posture 
to face a new security era 
marked by the rise of China, 
which sparked an immediate 
negative response from Bei¬ 
jing- 

"It may not be quite appro¬ 
priate to intensify and expand 
military alliances and may not 
be in the interest of countries 
within this region," China's 
foreign ministry spokesman 
Liu Weimin said.

Lawyer: Noriega could be home 
in Panama for Christmas 


PANAMA CITY (AFP) - For¬ 
mer Panamanian dictator 
Manuel Antonio Noriega 
should be home for Christmas, 
and he may not go to prison 
after his extradition from 
France "because he is a sick 
man," his defense lawyer Julio 
Berriossaid yesterday. 

The lawyer said Noriega, 
who was overthrown in a US 


invasion in 1989, had suffered 
two strokes in recent years 
"which have weakened his 
physical faculties." 

He could be sent to prison 
on his arrival, Berrios said. 
"Or, if his health is very bad he 
will have to be taken to the 
hospital. It all depends on the 
state he is in when he arrives in 
the country." 


Protesters at London's St 
Paul's given 24 hours to leave 


LONDON (AFP) - London 
authorities ordered anti-capi¬ 
talist protesters camped at St 
Paul's Cathedral to leave 
within 24 hours yesterday in a 
new blow after the crushing of 
the global movement's US 
birthplace. 

One day after police 
cleared the "Occupy Wall 
Street" camp in New York, 
London council officers 
pinned eviction notices to the 
tents of demonstrators pitched 
on a road outside the famed 
church. 

"We can confirm that this 
step has happened," a spokes¬ 
man for the City of London 
Corporation, the local autho¬ 


rity for London's financial dis¬ 
trict, told AFP 

The notices said the dozens 
of colourful tents and mar¬ 
quees outside St Paul's, includ¬ 
ing a food area and a so-called 
university, were an "unlawful 
obstruction of the highway" 
and must be cleared by 1800 
GMT today. 

The authority said in a 
statement it would take them to 
the High Court if they refused. 

The protesters, who have 
been camped outside St Paul's 
since October 15 and at one 
point forced the closure of the 
cathedral, said they would stay 
and fight.

"The fireworks were found 
after a routine inspection with 
customs officers," the infra¬ 
structure and environment 
ministry's spokesman for in¬ 
spections, Gerard Westerhof, 
told AFP. 

He said the haul included 
numerous dangerous fireworks 


including so-called "Vipers", 
which contained a large 
amount of flash powder, a dan¬ 
gerous mix of oxidizer and 
metallic fuel used in pyrotech¬ 
nic and firework displays. 

"These fireworks contained 
some 34 grams of flash pow¬ 
der each, while the European 
norm is 0.5 grams, while flash 
powder is illegal in the Nether¬ 
lands," he said. 

"This is one of our biggest 
hauls this year and the fire¬ 
works are some of the 'hea¬ 
viest' we have so far

COTONOU (AFP) - Pope 
Benedict XVI heads for Africa 
this week, where he is likely to 
face questions over the 
Catholic Church's stance on 
condoms on the continent 
hardest hit by HIV and AIDS. 

His arrival in the West 
African nation of Benin Friday 
will mark the pontiffs second 
visit to Africa. 

His first in 2009 to 
Cameroon and Angola caused 
a global outcry when he sug¬ 
gested condom distribution ag¬ 
gravated the AIDS problem. 

The pope has since seemed 
to ease that stance, saying in a 
book published last year that 
condom use is acceptable "in 
certain cases," notably to re¬ 
duce the risk of HIV infection.

church's doctrine and the real¬ 
ities of a killer disease affect¬ 
ing millions of people. 
Sub-Saharan Africa is home to 
nearly 70 percent of the 
world's HIV cases. 

"What the pope said is the 
ideal," said 28-year-old Benin 
journalist and Catholic faithful 
Lea Glago, referring to the 
2009 comments. "But to be 
honest with you, I do not re¬ 
spect it and I find it difficult to 
respect this. I do not know 
anyone around me that does." 

Catholic charities provide 
much of the AIDS care in sub- 
Saharan Africa, where 22 mil¬ 
lion infected people live. 
Pragmatism sometimes takes 
precedence over parsing the 
meaning of Vatican pro¬ 
nouncements. 

In the tiny southern African 
kingdom of Swaziland, the 
country with the world's worst 
HIV prevalence rate of about 
26 percent of the adult popula¬ 
tion, some Catholic missionar¬ 
ies say they prefer to focus on 
saving lives. 

"As a church man, a lot of 
what you are doing is not pray¬ 
ing. It is crisis response," said 
Father Martin McCormick, a 
missionary and founder of 
Hope House, a hospice caring 
for AIDS patients and their 
families. 

McCormick also oversees 
60 Catholic schools where 
8,000 pupils are AIDS or¬ 


phans. 

"If you have 8,000 hungry 
kids, you don't think back to 
the Vatican. You think 'human 
response' to what you see in 
front of you. I don't think poli¬ 
cies or philosophies." 

In the same country, Sister 
Diane Dalle Molle, a Catholic 
nun who has for the past eight 
years counselled and tested 
people for HIV, said "we can 
tell them what is available out 
there." "We don't provide con¬ 
doms, but they know where 
they can get them," she said. 

Some, however, choose to 
stick to the dogma. Gift Mam- 
bipiri, leader of Zimbabwe's 
Catholic student movement, 
said: "The church is about life 
and saving life. The holistic 
approach is abstinence and 
total faithfulness." 

In Nigeria, Africa's most 
populous nation, the head of 
the country's national anti- 
AIDS agency called the 
Catholic Church's position on 
condoms "unrealistic". 

"Realistically, many people 
understand (condom use), but 
don't want to go against the 
doctrine — people just want to 
play faith," said John Idoko, 
head of the Nigerian AIDS 
control agency. 

He said a group of "fanatic" 
Catholics last year took his 
agency, the health ministry and 
a drugs control agency to court 
for promoting the use of con¬ 
doms, alleging they were dis¬ 
tributing condoms with holes 
and fuelling the spread of HIV. 

In South Africa, the country 
with the world's highest num¬ 
ber of HIV cases, the Catholic 
Church and its clinics, hos¬ 
pices, home care programmes 
and orphanages has found it¬ 
self at the forefront of the fight 
against AIDS.At the office of 
the South African Catholic 
Bishops' Conference, Sister 
Victoria said its Education for 
Life Programme is based on 
the promotion of abstinence. 
"We are not allowed to teach 
about condoms," she said. 
"Sex is for marriage. We are 
trying to encourage absti¬ 
nence. We do face reality, but 
we need to tell the truth." 


LONDON (AFP) - British 
doctors this week said they had 
cured a baby boy of a life- 
threatening liver disease using 
a pioneering treatment in 
which cells are injected into 
the abdomen. 

The team from London's 
King's College Hospital 
treated eight-month old Iyaad 
Syed by injecting him with a 
group of cells, which acted as 
a temporary liver while his real 
organ recovered from damage 
caused by a virus, BBC re¬ 
ported. 

"This is the first time this 
treatment has been used to 
treat a child with acute liver 
failure," said professor Anil 
Dhawan, a liver specialist at 
the hospital. 

"It's only a few months 
back when I first saw this child 
who was so sick requiring sup¬ 
port on dialysis and a breath¬ 
ing machine. 

"We think we have given 
him another chance of life and 
seeing him now six months 
down the road with nearly nor¬ 
mal liver function is remark¬ 
able." 

Syed would normally have 
been put on the transplant 
waiting list when his liver 
began to fail, but the hope now 


is that more cases will be cured 
using the new technique rather 
than relying on a scarce supply 
of donor organs. 

Doctors injected liver cells 
which then processed toxins 
and produced proteins, fulfill¬ 
ing the role of a temporary 
liver while his own began to 
recover two weeks later. 

The cells were treated with 
a chemical to prevent them 
from being destroyed by the 
youngster's immune system. 

Iyaad's father, Jahangeer, 
called his son "a miracle boy", 
adding "it is brilliant and we 
are very proud of him." 

The treatment's develop¬ 
ment now depends on an ex¬ 
tensive clinical trial. 

Andrew Langford, Chief 
Executive of the British Liver 
Trust, told the BBC: "The 
principle of this new technique 
is certainly ground-breaking 
and we would welcome the re¬ 
sults of further clinical trials to 
see if it could become a stan¬ 
dard treatment for both adults 
and children. 

"Sadly, we have reached a 
breaking point with our trans¬ 
plant list in the UK, where ap¬ 
proximately 100 people die 
waiting for a donor liver to be¬ 
come available each year."

STOCKHOLM (AFP) - 
Swedes are among the world's 
most connected people and 
are swarming to the Internet at 
an ever earlier age, a study 
published Wednesday 

showed, indicating that half of 
Swedish three-year-olds have 
been online. 

In 2000, half of Swedish 
children had begun using the 
Internet by the age of 13. By 
2004, the beginner age had 
dropped to nine, by 2008, it 
stood at five, and this year it 
was down to three, according 
to the study.

Gulf boom is spoiling environment: study 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Manmade islands, booming 
populations, overfishing and 
heavy use of fossil fuels have 
wreaked havoc in the Gulf 
environment and more 
should be done to prevent 
further damage, a Canadian 
study said Wednesday. 

Eight Gulf countries — 
Bahrain, Kuwait, Iran, Iraq, 
Oman, Qatar, Saudi Arabia, 
and the United Arab Emirates 
— were the focus of the report 
by the United Nations Uni¬ 
versity Institute for Water, 
Environment and Health, lo¬ 
cated outside Toronto. 

By compiling data from 
outside researchers and com¬ 
bining that with observations 
and studies by UNU scien¬ 
tists, the report aimed to out¬ 
line the scope of the problem 
and suggest ways to fix it. 

"There are lots of things 
that are going wrong. And the 
reason is that fundamentally 
there is a relatively weak en¬ 
vironmental science capacity 
in the region," co-author 


Peter Sale told AFP in an in¬ 
terview. 

"These are countries 
which because of their wealth 
have been developing so very 
rapidly that the pace at which 
things are happening is tend¬ 
ing to outstrip the pace at 
which capacity to regulate is 
growing." 

For instance, many Gulf 
nations are engaged in furi¬ 
ous coastal development in 
order to accommodate a fast¬ 
growing regional population, 
which at an annual growth 
rate of 2.1 percent is about 
double the world average, it 
said. 

The UAE is building four 
coastal mega-islands of 
shoreline and approximately 
120 square kilometers of 
land. 

Qatar meanwhile has dou¬ 
bled its coastline in the past 
decade, from 563 to 1,239 
kilometers (350 to 770 
miles). 

That growth has strained 
the area's ability to handle 


waste, which is "fre¬ 
quently dumped di¬ 
rectly into the Gulf or 
riverbeds and wet¬ 
lands where it then in¬ 
filtrates into shallow 
aquifers and eventu¬ 
ally enters coastal wa¬ 
ters," the report said. 

Providing fresh 
water is also a prob¬ 
lem, because the area 
relies on desalination 
plants for 70-90 per¬ 
cent of its water and 
those plants "deliver 
toxic brine into the 
Gulf." 

The constant pres¬ 
ence of oil tankers 
moving through the 
Gulf region, which 
contains 55 percent of 
the world's crude oil 
reserves and produces 
31 percent of the world's oil 
supply, also boosts pollution. 

The region sees "persis¬ 
tently high levels of hydro¬ 
carbon pollution throughout 
the Gulf, predominantly 
along the Iranian coastline," 
said the report. 

Climate change also has 
an impact, particularly in a 
part of the world where 100 
percent of the energy used 
comes from fossil fuels and 
carbon emission rates are 
three times higher than the 
world average. 

Original reefs are 70 per¬ 
cent gone due to massive 
dredging operations, and they 
will disappear altogether in 
the next decade "unless ag¬ 
gressive steps are taken to 
ameliorate the impacts of de¬ 
velopment," the report added. 

Poor regulation of the 
fishing trade, which brought 
the region 996 million US 
dollars in 2007 and employed 
250,000 people, means 
"many fishery species are in 


peril due to overexploita¬ 
tion." 

While the study pointed 
out that "Gulf countries rank 
lowest in the world in terms 
of the innovation and scien¬ 
tific research index," a simple 
way to address the environ¬ 
mental problems is to add 
more spending and attention 
in this area. 

Kuwait and Qatar were 
applauded for having em¬ 
ployed design teams that in¬ 
cluded oceanographers and 
biologists, thereby helping 
"limit the negative environ¬ 
mental impacts of certain 
coastal developments," the 
report said. 

According to Sale, a major 
shift could come from simply 
appreciating the value of the 
natural beauty of the Gulf and 
its need for protection from 
human development and pol¬ 
lution. 


usage among younger chil¬ 
dren, the study showed, point¬ 
ing out that today 19 percent 
of four-year-olds use the Inter¬ 
net on a daily basis up from 
two percent in 2009, while 25 
percent of six-year-olds go on¬ 
line every day compared to 
five percent two years ago. 

Titled "Swedes and the In¬ 
ternet 2011," the 72-page 
study was based on telephone 
interviews with 2,537 people 
over the age of 16, including 
429 parents who were asked 
about the Internet habits of 
616 children. 

It also revealed that a full 
88 percent of Sweden's nine 
million inhabitants have ac¬ 
cess to the Internet and 85 per¬ 
cent have access to broadband 
at home. 

In fact, there are more 
computers than people in 
Swedish households, which 
on average count 2.5 family 
members and an average of 
2.8 computers. 

Meanwhile, 81 percent of 
Swedish Internet users go on¬ 
line every day, and 62 percent 
of them use social networks, 
the study showed. 

Among other revelations in 
the study was that illegal file- 
sharers are more willing to 
pay for music online than peo¬ 
ple who refrain from file-shar¬ 
ing. 

Among file-sharers aged 
12 to 35, 22 percent paid to 
download songs and 30 per¬ 
cent paid for online music 
service subscriptions. 

That compares with 14 per¬ 
cent of non-file-sharers in the 
same age group who paid to 
download songs and 20 per¬ 
cent who paid for music serv¬ 
ice subscriptions.

EU demands control over national budgets 


STRASBOURG (AFP) - EU 
leaders called yesterday for 
Brussels to gain new powers to 
rewrite national budgets, in a 
radical step deemed necessary 
to ensure the euro survives. 

European Commission Pres¬ 
ident Jose Manuel Barroso said 
officials from the EU executive 
must be able to demand 
changes to national budgets be¬ 
fore they are adopted by do¬ 
mestic lawmakers. 

"We are indeed now facing 
a truly systemic crisis that re¬ 
quires an even stronger com¬ 
mitment from all — and that 
may require additional and very 
important measures," Barroso 
told the European parliament. 

The call comes amid con¬ 
cerns that democratic princi¬ 
ples are being undermined in 
seeking to overcome the debt

crisis, with former EU officials 
taking over emergency govern¬ 
ments sought by the EU in Italy 
and Greece. 

Supplanting national sove¬ 
reignty over control of public 
finances would be a huge step 
in the evolution of the Euro¬ 
pean Union which tried and 
failed to ensure disciplined 
economic convergence via suc¬ 
cessive pacts since the euro’s 
creation in 1999. At present, 
governments are only obligated 
to share their national budget 
planning with the EU, already 
a recent innovation. 

But both Barroso and EU 
president Herman Van Rompuy 
said the time had come to agree 
far tighter surveillance by the 
Commission. 

"Without this increased con¬ 
vergence, we will not be able to 
sustain the common currency - 
- this is the truth," said Barroso. 

Luxembourg Prime Minis¬ 
ter Jean-Claude Juncker — who 
chairs the influential eurozone 
finance ministers grouping — 
also took part in the three-hour 
debate. 

The trio are working on pro¬ 
posals to strengthen the euro¬ 
zone which will be put to 
Europe’s leaders at a December 
9 summit, and each said the in¬ 
terests of the EU whole must 
supersede the sum of its parts. 

Van Rompuy warned that 
the Commission could be re¬ 


quired to "intervene" as na¬ 
tional budgets are drawn up. 

And to clamp down on 
countries breaching budget 
rules, he said he would con¬ 
sider stronger sanctions, from 
suspending their voting rights 
to freezing EU funds for infra¬ 
structure projects. 

The Commission will un¬ 
veil next Wednesday a set of 
proposals for Brussels to step 
up surveillance of bailed out 
nations as well as governments 
with runaway deficits. 

Barroso said he would also 
present proposals for jointly- 
backed eurobonds, which Ger¬ 
many has opposed in the 
absence of meaningful pan-eu¬ 
rozone economic governance, 
by the end of the year. 

A British diplomat said it 
was a "safe assumption" that 
tighter budget overshight 
would not apply to Britain. 

The crisis has caused ten¬ 
sions between the 17 nations 
using the euro, led by eco¬ 
nomic powerhouses Germany 
and France, and the EU's 10 
other states including Britain. 

The split was evident this 
week with German Chancellor 
Angela Merkel calling for 
"more Europe" modelled on 
good German housekeeping, 
while British Prime Minister 
David Cameron threatened to 
repatriate powers already given 
to the EU. 



General Pension Law to 
benefit widows and 
orphans 

ORANJESTAD — The Government of Aruba is convined that the 
introduction of the general pension program for the private sector 
is a giant step forward with respect to the social security of our 
citizens. More than 60% of employees on the island do not have 
any type of pension plan except for the government appointed 
AOV old-age pension. Hence, according to the Prime Minister, 
this new obligatory pension program will erase the discrepancy 
that currently exists between civil servants and private sector em¬ 
ployees. 

Public sector employees have always had an additional pen¬ 
sion at retirement along with the AOV Old age pension. As of 
January 1st, 2012, this will be the same for private sector emplo¬ 
yees as a result of this new pension law. 

The new law obliges every employer, including those with only 
one employee (for example with a live-in maid) to have a pension 
program for their employees. Each employee is required to sign a 
pension agreement from their employer for the duration of their 
employment with an employer. Business owners who have a com¬ 
pany pension fund and employees employed at such a company 
are the only ones exempt from this general pension program.

The Pime Minister explained that in the general pension pack¬ 
age, the employee can choose to include his spouse/partner and 
children to receive an income in the event of his death. The sur¬ 
vivors of the insured employee will have the right to claim at least 
70% of the pension that the employee would have received at his 
retirement. In said case, the employer’s survivor(s) will receive 
payment up to the moment of their retirement. It occurs fre¬ 
quently that a widow at the young age of 30, for example, is left 
with nothing but the government mandated Widows Stipend. But, 
with this new pension law, each widow will receive an income 
of at least 70% of the pension her spouse would have received at 
his retirement. This amount will be paid to the widow until she 
reaches retirment age....and is in addition to the government man¬ 
dated Widows Stipend. 

The proposed general pension law is now at Parliament and 
is expected to be approved in a matter of weeks. In the meantime, 
the government suggests that companies and employers should 
begin the process of securing agreements with insurance compa¬ 
nies. This way much of the preparatory work could have been ac¬ 
complished so that they can be ready to implement their program 
as soon as the pension law takes effect on January 1st, 2012.

ebrated acting dynasty. 

India's normally breathless 


television news channels 
only made passing refer¬ 
ence to the birth, how¬ 
ever, keeping to an 
agreement among 
broadcasters to restrain 
their reporting of the 
family’s private life. 

Former Miss World 
Rai Bachchan, 38, gave 
birth at the private Seven 
Hills Hospital in Mum¬ 
bai, hospital staff told 
AFP. 

"IT’S A GIRL!,” Ab¬ 
hishek, 35, wrote on his Twit¬ 
ter account, prompting a wave 
of congratulations on the 
micro-blogging site. 

Abhishek later thanked 
well-wishers, adding: "Both 
Aishwarya and the baby are 
doing great and taking some 
much needed rest... and I'm 


trying my level best to get rid 
of this caffeine high and get 
some sleep too.” 

Bachchan's father, Bolly¬ 
wood legend Amitabh, also 
tweeted his joy at the new ar¬ 
rival. 

"A dada ji (a grandfa¬ 
ther)...Ecstatic!”, he said, call¬ 
ing his new granddaughter 
"the cutest baby girl”. 

Amitabh is already a grand¬ 
father as his daughter, Shweta 
Nanda, has two children. 

Media coverage of the 
event was muted even though 
Rai Bachchan and her hus¬ 
band are top stars and, along 
with Amitabh and his actress 
wife Jaya, are considered to be 
Bollywood's "royal family”. 

Bachchan senior — a com¬ 
pulsive blogger and tweeter — 
has had a prickly relationship 
with the media in the past and 
has criticised outlets that mis¬ 
represent him or intrude on his 
family's privacy. 

Outside broadcast vans 
were not sent to Bachchan's 
home or the hospital, while as¬ 
trology shows, which are pop¬ 
ular in India to forecast future 
fortunes, have also reportedly 
been ruled off-limits.

She has since gone on to star 
in more than 40 Indian films. 


Woman drops Justin Bieber pater¬ 
nity suit: report 

LOS ANGELES (AFP) - A woman who claimed that Justin 
Bieber was the father of her infant son has dropped a paternity 
suit against the pop star, US media said Wednesday, amid re¬ 
ports that he was preparing to file a counter suit. Celebrity gos¬ 
sip site TMZ.com reported that plaintiff Mariah Yeater, 20, 
who last week quietly revoked her suit against the singer, also 
had been abandoned by her legal team. Bieber earlier this 
month said he would take a DNA test to prove that he did not 
father Yeater's son, and then would countersue once the results 
come back, according to reports.Sources said Bieber, 17, and 
his legal team planned to make an example of Yeater as a de¬ 
terrent to others who might be tempted to make similar claims 
in the future.Yeater, who gave birth to a baby boy in July, had 
claimed that she and Bieber met backstage at a concert in Oc¬ 
tober last year in Los Angeles, where they had sexual relations 
that left her pregnant. 


Irish actor Rhys Meyers 
sentenced for drunken 
French fracas

PARIS (AFP) - A French 
court Wednesday handed Irish 
film star Jonathan Rhys Mey¬ 
ers a one-month suspended 
sentence and ordered him to 
pay a 1,000-euro fine for a 
drunken altercation with po¬ 
lice at a Paris airport. 

The 34-year-old actor, 
known for his roles in BBC 
television production "The 
Tudors” and the films "Match 
Point” and "Bend It Like 
Beckham”, was not in court 
for the ruling. 

Rhys Meyers was arrested 
in a bar at Paris's Charles de 
Gaulle airport in June 2009 


and charged with being 
drunk and disorderly after he 
struck a barman and insulted 
three police officers. 

The court in suburban Bo- 
bigny said Rhys Meyers was 
"extremely aggressive” and 
threatened to pay to have the 
officers and their families 
killed. 

After being taken into 
custody and sobering up, he 
apologised to the officers and 
said he was suffering from 
alcoholism, the court said. 
He admitted to being drunk 
but said he did not fully re¬ 
call the events. 

The court said Rhys Mey¬ 
ers had compensated his vic¬ 
tims in the case, without 
providing details. 

His lawyer Vincent 
Toledano had pleaded for the 
court to dismiss the charges, 
saying Rhys Meyers was "a 
fragile man” and a "fairly 
weak person” who "suffers... 
from his demons.” 

He later described the sen¬ 
tence as "harsh” and said 
Rhys Meyers had been 
"harmed by his fame”. 

An Irish court in 2007 
dropped similar charges 
against Rhys Meyers after he 
was arrested for being drunk 
and disorderly at Dublin air¬ 
port.

Medical researchers decoding 
the aging process 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - Sci¬ 
entists are beginning to decode 
the complex biology of aging 
and are optimistic that recent 
advances in research may lead 
to treatments that can slow or 
even reverse degeneration and 
disease. 

"We are seeing a major 
change, very important devel¬ 
opments and real therapeutic 
efforts to try to treat age-re¬ 
lated illnesses," said Norman 
Sharpless, professor of medi¬ 
cine and genetics at the Uni¬ 
versity of North Carolina. 

"It’s a very exciting time in 
aging research," said Sharp¬ 
less, of the Lineberger Com¬ 
prehensive Cancer Center in 
the university's school of med¬ 
icine, citing recent studies in 
France and the United States. 


The French research, led by 
Jean-Marc Lemaitre at the 
Functional Genomics Insti¬ 
tute, published in October, 
shows cells from elderly 
donors can be rejuvenated as 
stem cells, erasing the ravages 
of age and proving that aging 
is reversible. 

"It's a major advance," 
Sharpless said, noting that if 
many age-related diseases 
such as cancer, cardiovascular 
problems or Alzheimer's are to 
be defeated, regenerative med¬ 
icine will be required. 

But he stressed that "cellu¬ 
lar therapy is very difficult to 
develop," and expectations 
must be kept in check. 

At the end of 2010 an 
American study in Boston 
showed that aging could be re¬ 
versed in mice that were 
treated with telomerase, a nat¬ 
urally occurring enzyme in the 
body that protects DNA se¬ 
quences (telomeres) at the end 
of chromosomes and which 
shorten cellular aging. 

A second US study con¬ 
ducted on genetically-modi¬ 
fied mice, published in early 
November in the British jour¬ 
nal Nature, showed that the re¬ 
moval of senescent cells, 
which cease to renew them¬ 


selves and increase with age — 
they represent 10-15 percent of 
an elderly person's cells — 
would prevent or defer aging. 

"By attacking these cells 
and what they produce, one 
day we may be able to break 
the link between aging mech¬ 
anisms and predisposition to 
diseases like heart disease, 
stroke, cancers and dementia," 
said James Kirkland, head of 
the Mayo Clinic's Robert and 
Arlene Kogod Center on 
Aging. 

"There is potential for a 
fundamental change in the 
way we provide treatment for 
chronic diseases in older peo¬ 
ple," he said. 

Dan Perry, president of the 
Alliance For Aging Research 
in Washington, said there was 
a lot of excitement within the 
scientific community at how 
research may lead to the devel¬ 
opment of therapies to combat 
aging and major diseases. 

"The hope here is not to ex¬ 
tend life span but to extend the 
health span... in order to re¬ 
duce the impact of diabetes, 
cardiovascular disease and 
cancer," allowing people in 
their 70s and 80s to enjoy bet¬ 
ter final years.

Footbam Handshake would 
suffice for racist abuse: 
Blatter 


PARIS (AFP) - FIFA Presi¬ 
dent Sepp Blatter plunged 
himself into more contro¬ 
versy on Wednesday when 
he told CNN that players 
who suffer racial abuse 
should simply shake hands 
with their abuser. 

The Swiss - who was re¬ 
elected unopposed earlier 
this year amid claims of cor¬ 
ruption within FIFA - added 
he didn’t believe that racism 
was prevalent within foot¬ 
ball. 

His claims came on the 
back of a Football Associa¬ 
tion (FA) and police investi¬ 
gation into whether England 
captain John Terry racially 
abused QPR defender Anton 
Ferdinand and the announce¬ 
ment by the FA on Wednes¬ 
day they had charged 
Uruguayan Luis Suarez with 
racially abusing Manchester 
United’s Patrice Evra. 

Blatter, however, insisted 


that generally racism did not 
exist within the sport and 
there was no need for inves¬ 
tigations into claims by the 
likes of Evra and Ferdinand. 

’’There is no racism, but 
maybe there is a word or 
gesture which is not the cor¬ 
rect one,” the 75-year-old 
Blatter told CNN World 
Sport. 

"The one affected by this 
should say this is a game and 
shake hands.” 

Blatter’s comments pro¬ 
voked a bemused response 
from former England captain 
Rio Ferdinand, brother of 
Anton. 

"Tell me I have just read 
Sepp Blatter’s comments on 
racism in football wrong....if 
not then I am astonished," 
tweeted the Manchester 
United star. 

Blatter later issued a 
statement clarifying his re¬ 
marks. 


"My comments have been 
misunderstood. What I 
wanted to express is that, as 
football players, during a 
match, you have ’battles’ 
with your opponents, and 
sometimes things are done 
which are wrong," he said. 

"But, normally, at the end 
of the match, you apologise 
to your opponent if you had 
a confrontation during the 
match, you shake hands, and 
when the game is over, it is 
over. 

"Anyone who has played 
a football match, or a match 
in any sport, knows that this 
is the case. 

"Having said that, I want 
to stress again that I do not 
want to diminish the dimen¬ 
sion of the problem of 
racism in society and in 
sport. 

"I am committed to fight¬ 
ing this plague and kicking it 
out of football." 


LONDON (AFP) - The For¬ 
mula One United States Grand 
Prix is set to be called off even 
before it has had its first edi¬ 
tion the sport's supremo Bemie 
Ecclestone told the Press As¬ 
sociation on Wednesday. 

Ecclestone's remarks came 
after it was announced on 
Tuesday that work on the pur¬ 
pose-built circuit - which 
would have hosted the first 
Grand Prix in the US since 
2007 - has been halted in a dis¬ 
pute among developers, For¬ 
mula One and promoters. 

As the Circuit of the Amer¬ 


icas issued a statement on 
Tuesday confirming construc¬ 
tion had been halted, the proj¬ 
ect was dealt another blow 
when Texas state comptroller 
Susan Combs said in a state¬ 
ment that $25 million in state 
money for the event won't be 
paid in advance. 

A statement issued by the 
circuit said construction would 
be halted "until a contract as¬ 
suring the Formula One 
United States Grand Prix will 
be held at Circuit of The 
Americas in 2012 is complete.

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LOS ANGELES (AFP) - As 
another fortnight of games dis¬ 
appeared from the NBA calen¬ 
dar on Tuesday, NBA players 
filed anti-trust lawsuits against 
the league saying the lockout 
denied them their right to 
work. 

As of Tuesday evening, 
NBA.com's schedule for the 
2011-2012 season showed the 
first games set for December 
15 — representing two more 
weeks of cancelled contests 
after the labor dispute wiped 
out all scheduled match-ups in 
November. 

ESPN reported that teams 
were formally notified of the 
cancellations by the league on 
Tuesday. 

The move was expected 
after players on Monday re¬ 
jected the owners' latest pro¬ 
posal for a deal and instead 
opted to dissolve their union 
and pursue legal action against 
the NBA. 

The players are seeking 
"treble damages" — three times 
the amount of the more than 
$2 billion they would have 
made in a full 2011-12 season. 

They argue they are suffer¬ 


ing irreparable harm by being 
denied a chance to work in 
their "very short" NBA ca¬ 
reers. 

Minnesota Timberwolves 
forward Anthony Tolliver, De¬ 
troit Pistons guard Ben Gor¬ 
don, free agent forward Caron 
Butler and Derrick Williams - 
- drafted by the Timberwolves 
in June but yet to sign a con¬ 
tract — were listed as plaintiffs 
in the Minnesota case. 

The plaintiffs claim that the 
lockout of players by owners 
that began on July 1 "consti¬ 
tutes an illegal group boycott, 
price-fixing agreement, and/or 
restraint of trade in violation of 
the Sherman Act" and that the 
owners' last take-it-or-leave-it 
contract proposal would have 
"wiped out the competitive 
market for most NBA players." 

Carmelo Anthony and 
Chauncey Billups of the New 
York Knicks and NBA scoring 
leader Kevin Durant of Okla¬ 
homa City were among the 
plaintiffs in the California case. 

That suit claims that in 
2007, Stem met with union ne¬ 
gotiators and demanded the 
players reduce their revenue 


share from 57 percent to no 
more than 50 percent and "in¬ 
sisted on a much more restric¬ 
tive salary cap, which would 
restrict the market for player 
services." 

According to the lawsuit, 
Stem threatened even then that 
the NBA was "prepared to 
lock out the players for two 
years to get everything" own¬ 
ers wanted. 

David Boies, a lawyer who 
represented the NFL during 
that league's work stoppage, 
said Stem's ultimatum that the 
now-dissolved players' union 
accept the owners' last proposal 
or face harsher contract terms 
"turned out to be a mistake." 

"If you're in a poker game, 
and you run a bluff, and the 
bluff works, you're a hero. If 
someone calls your bluff, you 
lose. I think the owners over¬ 
played their hand," Boies said, 
speaking at the players' asso¬ 
ciation headquarters in New 
York. 

"They did a terrific job of 
taking a very hard line and 
pushing the players to make 
concession after concession 
after concession, but greed is 


not only a terrible thing — it's 
a dangerous thing." 

Boies acknowledged that 
legal action could take months 
to resolve. 

"We haven't seen Mr. Boies' 
complaint yet, but it's a shame 
that the players have chosen to 
litigate instead of negotiate," 
NBA spokesman Tim Frank 
said in a statement. 

Owners and players have 
been unable to agree on sev¬ 
eral financial issues, including 
the division of some $4 billion 
in annual revenue. 

Players received 57 percent 
of basketball-related income 
under the previous contract. 
The owners had offered a 50- 
50 split, but Stem has said that 
any future offers would be less 
favorable to players and that 
owners would also seek a hard 
ceiling to the salary cap as well 
as salary rollbacks. 

Billionaire owners say such 
changes are needed because 22 
of 30 clubs lost money last 
season. The players' decision 
to leave the bargaining table 
and head to court further 
threatened the season, Stern 
said.
